SUCCESS SURE. 


The O’Donohue 


Harrodsburg Democrat: The pool of 
the 1907 crop of tobacco is progressing 
splendidly, and Chairman Kyle fee's 
sure that nearly all the crop will besput 
in control of the Society before *the 
season is well advanced. Already more 
than 900 acres of the Mercer crop of 
1907 has been pledged, out of an esti¬ 
mated total of 1,400 acres. The grow¬ 
ers are signing contracts every day. 
The feeling is better than ever before. 
The farmers see success within their 
gra a p. and for once they are determin¬ 
ed to not allow it to slip away from 
them. 

Whatever is left unpledged will be 
rounded up at the tobacco men's rally 
and barbecue. It is expected that 
practically a clean sweep of the Mercer 
county 1907 crop will be made. 

Of the 1906 crop more than 700,000 
pounds is now stored in the Equity 
Warehouse here, and the directors feel 
sure' that nearly or quite a million 
pounds'will be delivered to them. This 
is 300,000 pounds more than was count¬ 
ed on The original estimate was that 
about 700,000 pounds would be deliver¬ 
ed of the old cron. Nearly that much 
is already in the house, and it is still 
coming every day, with engagements 
far ahead. It looks bright for the 
movement. 

From adjoining counties the reports 
are quite as good. Fayette, Woodford, | 
Clark and other counties report the 
1906 crop well in hand and the greater 
part of the 1907 crop pledged. If the 
growers do not win out now it will be 
a surprise to every one who has watch¬ 
ed the movement of the farmers to 
protect themselves and get better 
prices. 


From the time that Dermot. one of 
the early kings of Ireland, invited the 
English to come and assist*him In his 
struggles with bis Irish foes, thus giv¬ 
ing the Britons a foothold iu Ireland, 
the Irish people were in a constant 
state of rebellion.

The 
couuties into which Ireland is divided 
were each in those days ruled by its 
sovereign, whose name was preceded 
by the letter “O.” From these sprang 
the O’Neills, the O’Gradys, the O'Con¬ 
nells and others. 

It ,was during the reign of the pro¬ 
tector. Oliver Cromwell, that Thomas 
O'Donohue, a young putrlot, wooed 
and won Aiieen Mavourneen, one of 
those Irish girls celebrated for their 
fair complexions, their blue eyes and 
their musical voices. O'Donohue's To, 
ther, a ruler, had been beheaded dur¬ 
ing the reign of Charles I. At the 
time of his father's death Thomas was 
but seven years old. He then vowed 
that when be grew to munbood he 
would devote his life to driving out 
the English. 80 revered was the name 
of the father that when the son came 
of age and succeeded to his great land¬ 
ed estMtes his people, who were griev¬ 
ously oppressed, looked to him to do 
something for them. 

The nuptials between Thomas O'Don¬ 
ohue and Aiieen Mavourneen had 
scarcely been celebrated before the 
young husband, joining forces with a 
neighboring ruler, beaded a rebellion 
against the English. At first be was 
successful, but ow'ng to the treachery 
of bis colleague, who made peace with 
the common enemy and turned against 
him. O'Donohue was defeated. Flee¬ 
ing with a few followers, he lived a 
wretched life, hldlug Id bog or forest, 
aud was at last captured in a starving 
condition. 

He was tried and sentenced to be 
beheaded. At first bis young wtfe 
seemed about to break down uuder the 
tragedy to be enacted, but soon rallied 
and with remarkable concentration of 
a suddenly developed energy laid plans 
for ber husband's rescue. She thought 
out a method of » ‘ttlng him out of hi* 
Jail and induced some of his faithful 
adherents to have a ship ready on the 
coast to take him to France in case her 
rase was successful. 

She sought permission of the con¬ 
queror to spend a short time with the 
condemned man in his cell on the night 
preceding his execution. Captivated by 
her youth, ber beauty and ber tears, 
lie consented. On the evening In ques¬ 
tion she appeared at the prison door 
attended by ber sister Kathleen. The 
two women entered O’Douohue’s cell. 
and were left alone with him. They 
remained half an hour. When they 
emerged Kathleen almost carried her 
aister, who appeared to be convulsed 
with grief, her face restlug on Kath-

watching him below. When he ha<^ 
finished his perilous task he proceeded 
to go through some evolutions that 
terrified the Innholders when perform 
Kl so fur above their heads.

O'Donohue. who knew every road, 
forest and bog in Ireland and who had 
been provided with the best horse that 
could tie found, t«*ok a course that en¬ 
abled him to battle bis pursuers and.

France, where he arrived In due time. 
Cromwell, dreading lest he should re 
turn to Ireland later on aud Inaugurate 
another rebellion, sent Aiieen to | him 
with an offer of a p:\rdon and restora¬ 
tion of his estates provided be winuld 
swear allegiance to the English sov-

TREATMENT OF BITES. 


. Snake* In Emergency Cate*. 

Spider, tarantula, scorpion and centt- 
ped bites and stin&s are not usually 
fatal lu te in iterate climates unless in 
<he caae of Children or If the bite * r j 
sting is near the throat They often 
-cause severe symptoms, but free jter- 
t-plration tty a hot bath and the drink- 
lug of hot water will give relief, says 
the Brooklyn Eagle. To keep the 
swelling down cover the bitten part 
with fomentation cloths wrung out of 
hot water .that contains soda. Give a 
saline injection to free the allmeutary 
canal, a mild cathartic aud give plenty 
of fruit Juices to drink. 

For the bite of a poisonous serpent, a 
dog, cat rat bite or any other Infected 
bite put a ligature around the limb 
between the heart and the wound, 
draw It tight aud Immerse the wound In 
hot soapsuds made with carbolic soap 
or aoda. Then open the wound and 
squeexe it tender the water, so as to 
cn ourage free bleeding. Do not suck 
It with the mouth, as Is so frequently 
directed. A dry. warm glass Inverted 
over the wound for a short time will 
often help l>y keeping np the bleeding 
and washing out the venom or vlrui^ 
DMt is several hours before the physi¬ 
cian arrives, as is often the case In the 
country. It may be needful to loosen 
the ligature every half hour for a short 
time, keeping up free perspiration by 
a warm bath. or. in snake bites, espe¬ 
cially active exercise.

When the wa , 
ter becomes cool enough to put tin* i 
hands in. scrub the surface with a 
brush, letting the water run yff as the . 
work is done. Again partly fill the tub. 
with hot water and scrub with the 
brush and sand soap to make sure that 
all greasy particles hove l»eeu removed. 
Then rinse iu clear hot water and 
thoroughly dry. 

Cover It with two coatiugs of the 
common paint, letting one thoroughly 
dry before putting on the secoud coat. 
Then give It several coats of the en¬ 
amel paint. This paint will dry more 
I quickly than the other, and the bathtub 
will no longer lie an nnslghtly object, 
i Care must be used not to run hot wa¬
